The county-wide 
demerit score recorded during 
the 1973 Food Survey was 96.7 
which shows an improvement of 
some 31 demerit points for the 
county average during the past 
two years. 
This y ear’s food survey also 
consisted of an additional 19 
food 
m a rk e ts 
being 
given 
complete inspections on a dif­ 
ferent type of demerit sheet 
than for the restaurants. Using 
IOO per cent as a perfect rating 
for 
g roceries, 
individual 
demerit scores ranged from an 
almost perfection score of 95 to 
a low of 24. This year’s county 
wide basis, have improved some 
28 percentage points during the 
past two years. 
The lower demerit scores of 
the food-service establishments 
and the higher percentage of 
compliance in the food markets, 
demonstrates the higher level of 
sanitation which results from an 
effective 
food 
sanitation

Unclear Course Charted 
For Malpractice Bill 


By ED STATTMANN 
INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - A 
bill to ease doctors’ problems in 
obtaining 
malpractice 
insur­ 
ance that lets them stay in 
business while still compensat­ 
ing hurt patients has yet to 
take its final shape in the 
legislature. 
The 
measure 
passed 
the 
House 
with 
numermous 
re­ 
presentatives 
urging 
that 
changes be made in the bill in 
the 
Senate. 
Today 
it 
was 
scheduled for hearing before 
the Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee’s subcommittee on insur­ 
ance and corporations. 
The 
hearing 
room 
is 
a 
relatively small one that might 
accommodate 50 or so people. 
House hearings on the bill were 
held before several hundred 
people in the House chamber 
and in the Indiana Convention- 
Exposition Center. 
Neither chamber had floor 
action 
scheduled 
today 
or 
Thursday. 
“Every time we turn over 
one more rock of information 
about 12 new worms come out 
from under it,” Sen. Thomas 
Teague, D-Anderson, a Judici­ 
ary Committee member said 
Tuesday. Teague said he and 
others working on the malprac­ 
tice bill have turned up more 
questions than answers. 
Teague 
and 
some 
other 
concerned senators met with 
Gov. Otis R. Bowen Tuesday. 
Teague said nobody directly 
asked Bowen whether he would 
sign the bill if it were changed 
to have a jury hear malpractice 
cases 
instead of the board 
created by the bill as it came 
from the House. 
“He indicated that he favored 
the board, but of course he 
wasn't 
going 
to 
dictate,” 
Teague said He said he got the 
impression that the governor 
wants the legislature to produce 
a bill, even if all it contains is 
not to Bowen’s liking. 
Teague 
said 
that 
simply 
because the Senate Judiciary 
Committee is lawyer-dominated 
does 
not 
mean 
the 
bill 
emerging will have jury deter­ 
mination of the award. Teague 
said Sen. Adam Benjamin, D- 
oA**y, a lawyer and a spon*br 
of the bill, has kept^an open 
mind. 
One problem with a jury, 
Teague said. is that it might 
not be constitutional to keep a 
cap on the amount awardable. 
He said that is done now only 
in cases of wrongful death. 
Teague said he has yet to 
learn whether malpractice it­ 
self is on the rise, whether 
detection of it is on the rise, 
whether 
doctors’ 
insurance 
premiums will come down with 
or without the bill, or whether 
the area is really a proper one 
for profitmaking insurance 
companies to handle, if such a 
problem exists. 
He said the use of a board 
also raises constitutional ques­ 
tions about whether the state 
can deny people the right of 
trial by jury for civil claims, 


and that the appeal mechanism 
raises still further questions. 
He said he also has not 
learned 
to 
his 
satisfaction 
“what is 
magic 
about 
the 
$100,000 figure”—the basic limit 
to the award for damages, 
short of catastrophic injury. 
“The deeper you go into the 
bill, 
the 
more 
difficult 
it 
becomes,” he said. 
The county option pari-mutuel 
horserace betting bill won 7-3 
approval 
from

Senate 
Public Policy and Interstate 
Cooperation Committee Tues­ 
day. 
Bowen has strongly indicated 
he would veto the bill if it 
reaches him. Sen. Lawrence M. 
Borst, R-Indianapolis, said he 
expects the Senate to pass the 
bill in about a week.

Bill Would Control 
Postal Surveillance 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
U.S. Postal Service says its 
authority to monitor private 
mail - used in more than 8,600 
cases in the past two years —is 
a vital tool in the war on crime. 
But Rep Robert W Kasten- 
meier, D-Wis., who is proposing 
a bill to strictly control postal 
surveillance, sees in it “the 
chilling 
fear of 
an 
unseen 
inquisitor intruding into the 
privacy” of the mails. 
There are 73 persons in the 
U.S. Postal Service, located in 
offices around the country, who 
have the • power to approve 


requests by law enforcement 
authorities to 
monitor 
what 
appears 
on 
the- outside 
of 
envelopes or package wrappers 
of an individual’s mail. 
Requests to place a “mail 
cover ” —to record and watch a 
person’s mail short of actually 
reading it —can be approved by 
these postal inspectors without 
a court order or review by a 
higher authority. 
William J. Cotter, chief postal 
inspector, told the House Civil 
Liberties subcommittee Tues­ 
day that more than 35 federal, 
state and local agencies re- 


quested more than 8,600 mail 
surveillances in 1973 and 1974. 
He said mail covers were 
instituted in cases involving 
national security, locating a 
fugitive or obtaining evidence 
in a crime. 
He insisted they were con­ 
ducted 
under 
strict 
Postal 
Service procedures which “pro­ 
vide ample protection for the 
privacy of users of the mail.” 
He said mail covers conduct­ 
ed for national security pur­ 
poses totaled 284 in 1973 and 260 
in 1974. 
Only Cotter is authorized to 
approve national security mail 
surveillance requests, but re­ 
quests for limited mail covers 
in other crime areas can be 
approved 
by 
regional 
and 
divisional 
postal 
inspectors 
without higher review.

Masters of double-talk were 
busy in a foolish and futile at­ 
tempt to placate supporters of 
the Equal Rights Amendment. 
Fortunately, the proposed 
amendment to the state con­ 
stitution is expected to suffer a 
sudden death in the House 
chambers. After lengthy con­ 
troversy the State Senate voted 
25 to 25 to submit an innocuous 
and meaningless ERA to the 
voters if it should pass two 
legislative sessions. Lieutenant 
Governor Robert Orr cast the 
tie breaking vote in favor of the 
proposal, 
noting 
it 
had 
Republican backing. 
Basically, the bill prohibits 
discrimination based upon sex 
unless accomplished by law, 
exactly the present status. 
Many state and federal laws 
prohibit discrimination based 
upon sex, such as the Civil 
Rights Act, Equal Employment 
O pportunity 
Act 
and 
new 
legislation on credit. There are 
also m any laws conferring 
special benefits due to dif­ 
ferences based upon sex. The 
amendment would reaffirm the 
present legal situation. 
One example is action taken 
by R epresentative M arilyn 
Schultz of Bloomington. She was 
denied entrance in a Columbia 
Club dining room reserved for 
men only during lunch, and 
appealed to the State Civil 
Rights Commission. The Club 
was given a time to change its 
policy or defend its action under 
the existing legal system. It is 
one example of existing equal 
rights while retaining special 
benefits. 
The Indiana Constitution, 
ratified in 
1851, has been 
amended 32 times in the 124 
year history, with 12 amend­ 
ments approved in the last 9 
years. There is no reason to 
clu tter the document with 
meaningless verbage. 
Professional prognosticators 
cannot claim a better record, 
which leads me to believe I 
should 
take care in 
future 
predictions. Immediately after 
the November elections, 
I 
pointed out that the large 
number of freshmen legislators 
would lead to a record number 
of bills introduced in 
the 
General Assembly, and there is 
an all time high. 
On 
Thursday I mailed 
a 
column calling attention to the 
unseasonable snow 
storm s 
during tourney time, and Friday 
the state was blanketed by a 
traffic stopping storm . On 
November 13, I called attention 
to the defeat at the polls of Doris 
D orbecker, an Indianapolis 
Republican who had effectively 
blocked election reforms in past 
sessions, including the direct 
prim ary bills. The column 
pointed out the change in 
committee appointments could 
give new life to direct primary 
selection of candidates, which is 
now law in Indiana. 
Over the years, I have first 
been for a direct primary, then 
opposed, and currently 
best 
described as agnostic (filled 
with doubts, but willing to be 
shown it works). While Indiana 
was the only state retaining 
convention selection of top

were no causes for worry — 
simple measures of discipline 
were needed. This left only 8 per 
cent who seemed to have any 
basis whatever for worry! 
We forget that the mind must 
be kept. We are creatures of 
mind and emotion, and there 


are measures of discipline and 
maintenance that must be taken 
if we are to know peace of mind. 
The Apostle Paul outlines a 
course to take for this when he 
says, 
“ Finally, 
brethren, 
whatsoever things are true, 
whatsoever things are .honest, 
whatsoever things are just, 
whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, 
whatsoever things are of good 
report; if there be any virtue, 
and if there be any praise, 
think on these things.” Keeping 
the mind is a human respon­ 
sibility, 
which 
will

strengthen by the divine.

Court Upholds 


Conviction 


In Slaying 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) 
The Indiana Supreme Court has 
upheld the conviction of James 
Earl Patterson for a 
Lake 
County knife slaying. 


However, the state’s top court 
voted 4-1 to vacate the opinion 
of the Court of Appeals from 
which the case was transferred, 
while upholding the conviction 
verdict, so as to propound its 
accepted definition for use of 
hearsay evidence.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House made it clear Tuesday 
that it would probably be futile 
for President Ford to veto strip 
mining 
legislation 
for 
the 
second time. 
A 
bill 
to 
impose federal 
standards 
on 
strip 
mining 
operations was passed by 
vote of 333 to 86—far more than 
the two thirds majority needed 
to override a veto. 
Sim ilar 
legislation 
was 
passed a week earlier in the 
Senate 
by 
an 
even 
more 
overwhelming majority of 84-13. 
The legislation, similar to a 
bill vetoed by Ford last year, 
now goes to a House-Senate 
conference committee to iron 
out differences. 
The House, like the Senate 
last week, rejected all major 
amendments to the legislation 
in a successful effort to win a 
large 
enough 
majority 
to 
reUuce the threat of a new veto. 
Despite the heavy vote in 
favor of the bill, a spokesman 
for the coal industry suggested 
that it be vetoed. 
Carl E. Bagge, president of 
the National Coal Association, 
said the measure was “sense­ 
lessly severe” and would cut 
coal production by a fourth. 
Bagge said a provision of the 
bill taxing future coal produc­ 
tion to help pay for damage 
done by strip mining in the past 
would increase energy costs. 
“It appears that only another 
presidential veto can halt this 
persistent 
folly 
and 
allow 
America to make adequate use 
of its birthright of coal,” Bagge 
said. 
The legislation was shepherd­ 
ed through the House by Rep 
Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., who 
successfully 
warded 
off 
all 
m ajor am endm ents during 
three days of debate. 
Udall 
repeatedly warned 
against major changes—wheth­ 
er to strengthen or weaken the 
bill —which 
he said would 
“violate” a carefully balanced 
compromise” worked out by 
the House Interior Committee. 
Udall m anaged to win all 
major 
baulea, 
even 
though 
diehard 
opponents 
of 
the 
measure and environmentalist- 
oriented members sometimes 
joined in assaulting the bill. 
At 
one 
point, 
Rep 
Ken 
Hechler, D W. Va., who fought 
repeatedly for amendments to 
make the bill tougher, found 
himself in total agreement with 
Rep. Sam Steiger, R-Ariz., the 
most outspoken opponent of the 
legislation. 
“The only thing that disturbs 
me about this amendment is 
the sponsor,” Hechler said in 


supporting 
a 
proposal 
by 
Steiger to strip the bill of an 
exemption for Pennsylvania’s 
anthracite coal mining indus­ 
try. 
The West Virginia Democrat 
said Steiger might have “acci­ 
dentally hit on an amendment 
that is morally justified.” 
The amendment, one of the 
most 
bitterly 
fought, 
was 
rejected by a vote of 248 to 170. 
Steiger 
charged 
that 
the 
exemption of anthracite mining 
from provisions of the bill was 
due to the “political muscle” of 
the Bethlehem Steel Co. and the 
United Mine Workers. He said 
it was written into the bill to 
win the support of Pennsyl­ 
vania’s 
large 
congressional 
delegation. 
The exemption is not in the 


Senate-passed bill and is one of 
the differences that will have to 
be worked out by a House- 
Senate conference committee. 


The bill, as passed by the 
House, would put a tax on 35 
cents a ton on strip mined coal 
and IO cents a ton on lignite 
and coal from 
underground 
mines to provide an estimated 
$140 million a year for the 
reclamation of lands already 
damaged by strip mining. 


The complex bill would also 
impose federal standards de­ 
signed to reduce environmental 
damage caused by strip mining 
in states that do not have 
controls that meet the mini­ 
mum standards.

Farmers Scaling Back Production

The 
use of a controversial growth 
promoting hormone in feeding 
beef 
cattle 
poses 
only 
an 
“insignificant” 
risk 
to 
con­ 
sumers, an industry scientist 
says. 
To counterbalance the risk, 
the hormone DES cuts the cost 
of producing beef by allowing 
cattle to gain lean-meat weight 
faster, William K. Warden, an 
official of Dawe’s Laboratories, 
Inc. of Chicago Heights, 111., 
says in a flyer currently being 
circulated by the firm. 
The Food and Drug 
Ad­ 
ministration banned DES use in 
livestock production 
in 
1973 
because residues of the chemi­ 
cal —which causes cancer in 
laboratory animals when fed in 
large doses —were appearing in 
cattle livers. The trace residue 
levels found were far below the 
doses proven dangerous, but 
federal law bans any addition 
of 
known 
cancer-causing 
m aterials to foods regardless of 
the amounts involved. 
A federal court later over 
turned the FDA ban on grounds 
the agency had acted without 
holding public hearings on its 
move. As a result, use of DES 
in cattle feeding has been legal 
again for the past year and the 
Agriculture Department found 
trace residues in 0.3 per cent of 
the cattle livers checked in a 
sampling program during 1974. 
FDA officials have indicated 
the 
agency 
may 
revive 
a 
proposal to ban DES later this 
year. The Dawe’s Laboratories 
statem ent, while making no 
direct reference to possible new 
FDA action, summed up the 
case made by cattlem en and 
drug industry leaders who will 
seek to keep DES available for 
livestock production. 
“There is no risk involved in 
eating 
meat 
from 
DES-fed 
cattle,” Warden said, “and the 
risk involved in eating the liver 
from these animals is insig­ 
nificant.” 
Under existing federal regula 
tions, cattle feeders must take 
DES out of their rations 14 days 
before anim als a re sold for 
slaughter. Warden said DES 
residues have never been found 
in any red meat and have 
never appeared in liver after IO 
days withdrawal. 
The federal withdrawal peri 
od regulation was revised to 
require 14 days of DES-free 
feeding instead of the previous­ 
ly required seven days on Feb. 
ll. 
DES 
residues 
have 
been 
found in livers up to seven days 
after withdrawal 
of 
treated 
feed, Warden conceded But he 
estim ated that even if 5 per 
cent of all DES-fed cattle livers 
contained two parts per billion 
DES, a consumer would have to 
eat five million pounds of liver 
annually for 50 years to equal 
the intake from one treatm ent 
of 
the 
government-approved 
'morning 
after” 
DES 
con­ 
traceptive pill. 
"It is accepted by reasonable 
people that any feed additive 
must be measured carefully 
against whatever risk is invol­ 
ved,” Warden said. The bene­ 
fits, he said, include Hie fact 
that DES feedi»*s 
4>y reducing 
the amount of grain needed to 
produce each pound of beef — 
"saves” the annual equivalent 
ul 1.5 million acres of corn. 


The new report, based on 
surveys made about March I, 
showed 
farmers 
intend 
to 
reduce corn planting to 75.3 
million acres, down 3 per cent 
from last year. In the January 
survey, growers had indicated 
plans for a cut of 0.4 per cent. 
Administration officials have 
predicted that if crops are big 
this y ea r, retail food prices 
may level off this summer after 
only a 3-4 per cent increase 
compared with last year’s gain 
of 15 per cent. 
The Crop Reporting Board 
noted, however, that March 
grain sorghum planting inten­ 
tions were 18.9 million acres, 
up 6 per cent from last year 
compared with the IO per cent 
increase forecast in January.

although

sorghum gain was smaller than 
expected, total planting of all 
livestock field grain —corn, 
sorghum, oats and barley —was 
estimated 
at 
122.5 
million 
acres, down only fractional!} 
from the 122.7 million acres 
planted last year. A gain of I 
per cent in total feed grain 
planting had been forecast in 
January. 
The March planting survey 
was m ade in the early stages of 
a grass root farmer campaign 
to cut planting in many corn 
and 
wheat 
areas 
following 
sharp grain price declines in 
recent months. The new esti­ 
mates were released a$ the 
House prepared in debate this 
week on an emergency bill 
designed to ease farmer fears 
of a further price collapse by 
raising 1975 supports for grain, 
soybeans, cotton and milk. 
Soybean 
planting was es­ 
timated at 56.6 million acres up 
6 per cent from last year 
compared with an 8 per cent

Cotton planting, on the other 
hand, will apparently decrease 
less than initially forecast.

DEATH TOLL 
NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
1974 death toll on the nation’s 
highways dropped almost 18 
per cent to 45,400 fatalities 
from 55,100 in 1973 because of 
slower speeds, safer automobi­ 
les, 
and 
better 
engineered 
roads, according to the Automo­ 
tive Information Council. The 
55-mile-per-hour 
speed 
limit 
was the most important factor 
in reducing highway deaths per 
IOO million miles traveled from 
4.2 in 1973 to 3.5 in 1974, the 
Council says. Highway fatalities 
per IOO million miles have 
dropped in each of the past 
nine years, the Council notes, 
reflecting the improved design 
of automobiles, highways and 
traffic patterns. 


CAR ORDERS 
NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
nation’s railroads and private 
car lines ordered 99,034 new 
and rebuilt freight cars in 1974 
compared with 106,077 cars the 
previous year, according to the 
American Railway Car Institute 
and Association of American 
Railroads. 
Last 
year’s

orders, more than double the 
47,915 c a rs ordered in 1972, 
were the third highest since 
1955 Railroads and private car

How Does Your Garden Grow? 
By Virginia Knauer

Have you ever planted, fertilized, tended and 
fussed over tomato seeds— and reaped a crop of 
tiny yellow cherry tomatoes instead of the large 
juicy beefsteaks you had expected? 
Happily, this doesn’t happen often. But when 
it does, there is a Federal law that can—with your 
help—protect other unwary consumers from raising 
the wrong crop. 


The law is the Federal 
Seed Act 
and 
it sets up 
this protective machinery: lf 
your vegetable 
patch does 
not produce the crop prom­ 
ised on the seed packet, write 
to your state departm ent of 
agriculture, 
in 
the 
state 
capital. Hopefully, you saved 
the seed packet—and a few 
seeds, too. 
A state seed inspector will 
probably visit, to see your 
plants, the packet and the 
leftover seeds. He will work 
with the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) to find 
out why you got the wrong 
kind of seed. If an entire lot 
has been mislabeled, the state 
will issue a “stop sale order” 
so the mislabeled seeds will 
not be sold to other con­ 
sumers. 
If a consum er sustains 
a serious financial loss be­ 
cause of such mislabeling, he 
might consider 
w riting to 
the seed company, to seek 
compensation. 
An example 
might be a truck gardener 
who cannot find a market for 
the vegetable produced by 
the mislabeled seed. 
The Federal 
Seed Act 
also gives consumers addi­ 
tional 
protection. 
It 
says 
that a certain percentage of 
your vegetable 
seed 
must 


germ inate—l»egin 
to 
grow. 
The germination percentages 
— which are set by Federal 
standards — vary 
for 
each 
type of vegetable. 
You will not find these 
percentages on 
small 
seed 
packets of 
less 
than 
one 
pound. Hut you can get a 
complete 
list 
of 
Federal 
standards 
for 
germ ination 
percentages by 
w riting to 
Seed 
Branch, 
Agricultural 
M arketing Service, U.S. De­ 
partm ent of A griculture, 6525 
Bellcrest Road, Hyattsville, 
.Md. 20782. 
You should also know that 
if seeds do not meet Federal 
.standards, 
a 
seed 
packet 
m ust carry the words “ Below 
Standard,” plus a statem ent 
of the actual percentage of 
germination. 
Federal law, of course, 
applies only to seeds dis­ 
tributed in interstate com­ 
merce. 
All 50 states have 
their 
own 
laws 
covering 
seeds 
marketed 
within 
a 
state’s 
boundaries. 
These 
laws are usually the ones 
that regulate the labeling of 
the “ bulk seeds” you some­ 
tim es see in local hardw are 
stores. 
For inform ation on 
your state’s law, w rite to 
your state agriculture de­ 
partm ent. 


Shredded Rubber Tires 
Make Good Shrub Mulch 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. 
Shredded rubber from old worn 
out tires may soon become a 
m arketed 
m ulch 
for 
o r­ 
namentals, such as shrubs and 
trees. 


Dr. Philip L. C arpenter, 
Purdue U niversity extension 
horticulturist, 
has 
been 
studying the m aterial for two 
years and reports the the fin­ 
dings look good. 


“Shredded rubber as a mulch 
appears to be as good as stone 
on plastic, Douglas Fir bark 
chps, or shredded hardwood 
bark,” he says, adding, “In 
some cases it may be better ” 
In the research, shredded 
rubber was compared to the 
others for ability to hold 
moisture in the soil, effects on 
soil tem p eratu re and plant 
growth, and as a weed control. 
Carpenter says he could find 
little difference 
in 
its per­ 
formance and that of the other 
three, 
except 
as 
a 
weed 


deterent. 
The 
surface 
of 
shredded rubber heats up, 
which stone does not. 
This 
reduces weed population. The 
substance is also long lasting 
and does not break down like 
organic mulches, he points out. 
Although not recommended 
as a soil conditioner nor for use 
on vegetable or flower gardens, 
shredded rubber could be a 
useful mulch around shrubs and 
trees. It should find a ready use 
inj»arks, along highways, or at 
large industrial sites where tree 
and shrub mulch is desired, he 
says. 
A 
Chicago 
firm 
that 
m anufactures 
corn 
picker 
rollers, hangers for car muf­ 
flers, and other type rollers 
from used tire casings became 
interested in finding a use for 
shredded rubber. 
In 
their 
operation, huge amounts of the 
m aterial were left over. The 
firm approached Purdue for 
assistance and funded much of 
the research.

This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local office of the U. S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q. I have applied for a new job 
with a company in Hawaii. 
Since I live in Vermont, the 
company will pay my travel ex­ 
penses to fly to Honolulu for 
the interview. Do I have to pay 
tax on this payment? 


A. If a prospective employer 
asks you to appear for an in­ 
terview and agrees to pay you 
an allowance, or to reimburse 
you for your transportation 
and 
other 
expenses, 
the 
am ount you receive is income 
only to the extent th at it ex­ 
ceeds your actual expenses. 
However, if the employer pays 
the expenses as an inducement 
to you to accept the employ­ 
ment, the entire amount must 
be included in your income.

Q. I 
have bought 
a second 
house with the intention of 
renting it out. When my new 
tenants move in, they'll pay 
me a security deposit. Is this 
deposit considered rental in­ 
come? 


A. Security deposits received 
for the renter’s performance 
under the lease are not usually 
included in rental income. If 
you appropriate the deposit 
because your tenant has de­ 
faulted on the lease, then the 
deposit becomes income to you. 
Furtherm ore, if you decide the 
deposit will be applied as a 
rent payment for the last peri­ 
od of the lease, then it is ad­ 
vance rent and you must re­ 
port it when you receive it. 


Q. Where do I report the roy­ 
alty income I receive from the 
sale of my book? 


A. You should generally re­ 
port your royalty income on 
P a rt II of Schedule E (Form 
1040), 
Supplemental 
Income 
Schedule. However, if you are 
a 
self-employed w riter, you 
should report your gross in­ 
come and expenses on Sched­ 
ule C (Form 1040). 


Q. After my last physical ex­ 
amination, my doctor told me 
to get more exercise and lose 
some weight. Can I deduct the 
amount of my dues for mem­ 
bership in a health club as a 
medical expense? 


A. Generally, no. If your doc­ 
tor did not tell you to lose 
weight because of a particular 
disease or defect but rather 
for the preservation of general 
health, your health club dues 
are not deductible as a medical 
expense.______________________

Economist Says Housing Is 


Headed For Summer Doldrums

The Ford administration had 
hoped a surge in the depressed 
housing industry would begin to 
lead the nation 
out of the 
recession this spring. 
But 
a 
government 
report 
Tuesday 
on 
new 
building 
permits 
and 
housing 
starts 
inticfites the housing construc­ 
tion jjhtiBstry will remain in the 
doldrums through summer. 
The continued slide in build­ 
ing permits, said Robert Enzel, 
economist 
for 
the 
National 
Association of Home Builders, 
means 
construction 
activity 
would not begin to pick up until 
fall. 
Before extensive new con­ 
struction can get under way, he 
said, 402,000 houses and more 
than 200,000 condominiums built 
in 1974 will have to be sold. It 
could take eight to nine months 
to sell the unsold homes on the 
market, he said. 
The Commerce Department 
said new hom es and apart­ 
ments 
were 
started 
at 
an 
annual rate of 977,000 units last 
month, down 50 per cent from a 
year ago and 2 per cent from 
January. 
Building permits were issued 
at an annual rate of 673,000, 
down 9,000 from January and 
the lowest since records were 
begun in 1946. 
Enzel 
said 
a 
February 


decline in building starts was 
expected 
but 
the 
housing 
industry had hoped 
building 
permits would have increased. 
“The continued deterioration 
of permits is pretty bad,” Enzel 
said. “It means there will be 
very little activity going on in 
the future.” 
Enzel said that unless the 
government provides subsidized 
mortgage rates to stimulate 
200,000 additinal units this year, 
only about I million units will 
be begun in 1975, the lowest 
since World War II and less 
than half the 1972 peak of 2.4 
million. 
The 
“ bright 
sp o t,” 
said 
Enzel, was the recent decline in 
prime interest rates for busi­ 
ness loans and in mortgage 
rates for home buyers. 
The Home Loan Bank Board 
recently 
reported 
that 
the 
average conventional mortgage 
rate had declined to 9.11 per 
cent in February, the lowest 
since last August 
when the 
average was 9.09 per cent. 
The problem, said another 
spokesman for home builders, 
“Nobody is buying, though we 
are starting to get indications 
that consumers are at least 
coming out 
and 
looking 
at 
hom es.” 
In a related development, the 
prime rate —the interest banks 
charge their most creditworthy 
customers —was cut to 7 4 per 


major 
cent by a number of 
commercial banks. The prime 
has not been that low since 
June, 1973.

According 
to Internal R evenue Service 
sta tistics, it ’s com putation 
error, usually no more than a 
m i s t a k e in a d d i t i o n or 
subtraction. That’s why more 
and more people are turning for 
help to personal electronic 
calculators to save them time, 
mental anguish and, often as 
not, money. 
T h i s 
g r o w i n g 
u s e of 
c a l c u l a t o r s in p r e p a r i n g 
i n c o m e t ax r e t u r n s is a 
sig n ifica n t factor reducing 
such mistakes. When a person 
iscalled upon toadd orsubtract 
l o n g c o l u m n s of f i g u r e s , 
m istakes can and do occur. 
Now, with low-cost calculators 
to help do the math involved, 
the taxpayer is armed with a 
weapon to fight these mistakes. 
Electronic calculators are 
one of the few items whose price 
has actually come down in the 
past year. A basic 4-function 
unit that cost $100 or more last 
year, now may be purchased for 
about one quarter of that price. 
F o r 
e x a m p l e 
R o c k w e l l 
International, a major name in 
electronics and a dominant 
force in the calculator field, 
markets such a unit retailing 
for $24.88. 
Low-cost calculators are so 
new on the scene that the IRS 
has no figures upon which to 
make a projection as to how 
m a n y m i s t a k e s w i l l be 
elim inated by people using 
cal cul a t ors ; h o w e v e r , the 
numbers may be significant. 
Persons using calculators will

and will have a solid base upon 
which to prepare the return. 


The nature of the tax form is 
s u c h t h a t a l m o s t e v e r y 
calculation, no m atter how 
simple, has a direct bearing on 
every other figure entered. 
Thus, an initial mistake can 
compound itself throughout a 
r e t u r n . 
By 
u t i l i z i n g a 
calculator, the taxpayer knows 
with certainty that the figures 
upon which the returns are 
based have been added or 
subtracted correctly. 


Knowing that the math is 
correct mak^s the rest of the 
procedure of filing a return 
much lessthreatening. The IRS 
conti nuall y r ev ises its tax 
forms, attem p tin g to make 
them more easily understood 
and less com plicated. This 
year, entire schedules have 
been eliminated for those who 
itemize, or consolidate 
into 
other forms. 
According to the IRS, the 
follow ing m istak es are the 
on es most people make when 
filing a return: 
1. COMPUTATION ERROR 
— Double check all arithmetic 
An electronic calculator is a 
good tool to help with the 
numbers whether you file the 
s h o r t 
f orm 
or 
i t e m i z e 
deductions. 
2. FAILURE TO FOLLOW 
D IR E C TIO N S — Read the 
entire form before you begin, 
and follow directions. Changes 
from previous -years are noted 
on the form. 
3. FAILURE TO INCLUDE 


S O C I A L 
S E C U R I T Y 
NUMBER — This is the IRS’s 
main method of identification. 
and if the number is missing, 
will cause a rejected return. 


4. F A I L U R E TO S I G N 
YOUR NAME — This happens 
most often on joint returns 
when either husband or wife 
neglects to sign. 


5. FAILURE TO INCLUDE 
N E C E S S A R Y F O R M S & 
SCHEDULES — Be sure to 
attach your W2; and, if you 
i t e m i z e d e d u c t i o n s , al l 
necessary schedules. 
Remember these five points, 
and you will find that doing 
your incom e tax becom es 
a 
s t r a i g h t f o r w a r d , 
less 
mysterious procedure. And. in 
almost all instances, the use of 
an electronic calculator will 
save time, worry and, quite 
possibly, money.
